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Group C, drawn to a polynucleotide of SEQ ID NO: 5 or corresponding polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 6. 

Group D, drawn to a polynucleotide of SEQ ID NO: 1 1 or corresponding polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 12. 

Group E, drawn to a polynucleotide of SEQ ID NO: 13 or corresponding polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 14. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-IH do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Group I is a polynucleotide, method of making and 
method of using the polynucleotide which is structurally and functionally divergent from the 
methods of Group II and HI. Where multiple methods of use and methods of making of a 
product are claimed, Applicant is entitled to unity of invention between the product and the first 
claimed process only. See 37 CFR 1.475(d). 

3. The inventions listed as Groups A-E do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Though each of the listed polynucleotides is asserted 
to be plant sugi homologs, each of the polynucleotides is structurally divergent, isolated from 
different plants and each of the polynucleotides encodes a divergent polypeptide. Accordingly, 
the recited polynucleotides lack a common property or activity directed to a common special 
technical feature. 
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
